News, writing from Manila under the 
date of Oct. 38 about the c ity’s street 
venders, says: 
The city of Manila at present is cer­ 
ta inly the paradise of the peddler. If 
the inhutita nts of the city w ill not 
buy, there is the ever ready United 
tStates soldier who will. There is a fruit 
vender squatting in every shady nook 
and plenty of shops which 
seem to 
thriv e in 
the refreshment business. 
Every few days there appears on the 
streets a man or woman who has .just 
“ blown in ” from the country with 
something new to inv eig le coin from 
the soldiers. 
They seldom leave town 
without 
they havo got rid of their 
stock and have the money for the same 
jing ling in their belt pocket. 
These peddlers all furnish enterta in­ 
ment even if they don’t sell their wares 
very rapidly, and perhaps the most en­ 
tertainment is furnished by the monkey 
peddler. 
He carries a large cago con­ 
structed from thin bamboo strips in 
which are the majority of his catch of 
monkeys Probably two are pla ying tog | 
around his neck and up and down bis 
uriiiH. 
Monkeys are sold on the streets of 
Manila a t the rate of from I to 6 pesos. 
None of them seems to have a ny pa rticu­ 
lar training. 
Often the peddler takes 
considerable pa iusw ith his catch before 
bringing it to town and tixes each little 
beast up in some fancy manner. 
Ho 
trims tfce ta ils of some and in the ears 
of others he puts little gold plated ear­ 
rings. 
In selling earringed monkeys he 
makes a big talk for tbe solid gold that 
goes with him. 
The monkey peddler 
sometimes ( iitcrtaius prospect! VC patrons 
by letting the whole of his bunch out of 
their cage, where they have been keep­ 
ing np an incessant chattering. There is 
a scattering for freedom in all direc 
tious. The soldiers appreciate nothing so 
much as they do the monkey’s penchant 
for hunting fleas, and if a small dog is 
handy Mr. Monk is w illing to keep at 
it all day, even if he be unrewarded by 
a sing le ilea. 
The natives of the Philippines make 
qoile a business of birdcatching. 
By 
means of ingenious traps constructed 
from bamboo they catch little cauaries 
and titmice, which in the city bring 
fair prices among those who like pets. 
Tbe bird woman, or man, as the case 
may be, generally has her catch in a 
temporary wicker cage. 
In some in­ 
stances the peddler does up her bird.s by 
pairs in tiny little cages a ll ready to 
sell at 5 cents per bundle.

A rthur C. Johnson, special war cor­ 
respondent of The Rocky Mountain 
News, writing from Manila under the 
date of Oct. 28 about the city’s street 
venders, says: 
The city of Manila at present is cer­ 
tainly the paradise of the peddler. If 
the inhabitants of the city will not 
buy, there is the ever ready United 
{States soldier who will. There is a fruit 
vender squatting in every shady nook 
and plenty of shops which seem to 
thrive in the refreshment business. 
Every few days there appears on the 
streets a man or woman who has just 
“ blown in ’’ from the country with 
something new to inveigle coin from 
the soldiers. 
They seldom leave town 
w ithout they lmvo got rid of their 
stock and have the money for the same 
jingling in their belt pocket. 
These peddlers all furnish entertain­ 
ment even if they don’t sell their wares 
very rapidly, and perhaps the most en 
tertainm ent is furnished by the monkey 
peddler. 
He carries a large capo con­ 
structed from thin bamboo strips in 
which are the majority of bis catch of 
monkeys Probably two are playing tog 
nrouud his neck aud up and down his 
arms. 
Monkeys are eold on the streets of 
Manila at tho rate of from I to 8 pesos. 
None of them seems to have any particu­ 
lar training. 
Often the peddler takes 
considerable pains w ith his catch before 
bringing it to town aud fixes each little 
beast up in some fancy manner. 
He 
trim s the tails of some and in tho ears 
of others he puts little gold plated ear­ 
rings. 
In selling earringed monkeys he 
makes a big talk for the solid gold that 
goes with him. 
The monkey peddler 
sometimes entertains prospective patrons 
by letting the whole of his bunch out of 
their cage, where they have been keep­ 
ing up an incessant chattering. There is 
a scattering for freedom in all direc 
tions. The soldiers appreciate nothing so 
much as they do the monkey’s penchant 
for banting fleas, aud if a small dog is 
bandy Mr. Monk is willing to keep at 
it all day, even if he be unrewarded by 
a single flea. 
Tho natives of the Philippines make 
quite a business of birdcatching. 
By 
means of ingenious traps constructed 
from bamboo they catch little canaries 
and titmice, which in the city bring 
fair prices among those who like pets. 
The bird woman, or man, as the case 
may he, generally has her catch in a 
temporary wicker cage. 
In some in­ 
stances the peddler does up her birds by 
pairs in tiny little cages all ready to 
sell at 5 cents per bundle. The cheapest 
birds are the little brown sparrows who 
have few accomplishments beyond a v i­ 
vacious chatter aud voracious appetites. 
The fawu colored birds with a collar of 
red aud a bill almost in the shape of a 
parrot bring $2 a pair. 
The natives 
often have the bright green little parrot 
birds for sale. None of them can talk. 
The caue seller is another of M anila’s 
street characters. 
He walks up and 
down the Escolta w ith ten or a dozen 
ebony canes in a bag and a couple in his 
hand, which he thrusts out to passers by 
and offers to sell at prices less than u 
dollar. 
The natives are very clever at 
cutting and polishing ebony into grace­ 
ful walking sticks, also the cocoa wood. 
The soldier who is out after the real 
startler in the cane line buys one which 
consists of a piece of tapering cocoa 
wood covered over with the skin of 
I snake. In Manila the Chinese dry goods ] 
' nit reliant goes around from boose to 
house with a stack of linens and prints 
on Ins sh uu I (it r. VV ii en tho sold leis ca me 
to town, he included socks aud under­ 
shirts. 
There are certain natives and Chinese 
who have nothing to peddle about tho 
streets but their profession. 
These are 
barbers and car cleaners. 
Great uum 
hers of these dispense w ith room rent 
aud travel from one shady spot to an­ 
other with a small stool on w ho • > i ieir 
patrons heat themselves

who is often a Chinaman, is armed with 
a clumsy looking three cornered razor 
with a 
curved edge. 
As a whetter 
he carries a tiny hone in his left hand. 
The customer seats himself bolt upright 
on the stool and wears a worried look 
while the burber produces a half wet 
rag and gives the whisker region of his 
face a wipe or two and proceeds to busi­ 
ness. 
It is almost a “ dry shave, ” but 
the sbavee seems not to mind it. 
The 
razor is very sharp and does its work 
well. 
A Philippine shave differs from 
the American shave in a startling par­ 
ticular, and that is the shaving of the 
fridge of tho nose. This is the last mo­ 
tion the barber makes. W ith a graceful 
sweep he draws the razor along the 
nose, glances carefully around the face 
to see that it bas been well scraped aud 
demands his two centavos from the cus­ 
tomer. No washing is considered neces­ 
sary.

City of Dublin, and beneath the shadow 
of the union jack, which waved in the 
breeze from lier masthead, there were 
enacted the other day ceremonies the 
most strange and weird ever witnessed 
in P h i l a d e l p h i a . 
Had the crew been Americans, Eng­ 
lishmen or any other civilized national 
ity, the strange proceedings would have 
rendered the participants fit candidates 
for a lunatic asylum, but as the entile 
company, with tho exception of four 
men, are full fledged Malays and las 
cars from the Malayan archipelago the 
performance excited only the most un ­ 
bounded astonishment, 
not unmixed 
with fear on the part of those who w it­ 
nessed it. 
It is rather singular that there should 
be so mauy of that fierce oriental race 
represented on the City of Dublin. Yes 
6els have reached Philadelphia before 
carrying 6ix or sometimes a dozen who 
had been shipped in faroff ports to fill 
up the ranks of the former clew deplet­ 
ed by sickness or death, bot probably 
never 
has a 
captain visited 
Phil 
adelphia before the arrival of Captain 
Bae of the City of Dublin who evident­ 
ly preferred these yellow skinned in­ 
dividuals to his own countrymen. 
He shipped the odd assortment on the 
voyage out from London to Pekalou- i 
gean, of which the present voyagoisthe • 
conclusion, at Port Said and Aden, i 
Arabia. 
He intended getting rid of j 
them at Colombo, Ceylon, but they 
proved themselves such good men that 
he engaged more, until nearly all the j 
original members cf the crew were dis­ 
charged. 
The City of Dublin came up the river 
on Saturday afternoon, Dec. IO, aud 
dropped anchor in the stream off Spreck­ 
els’ refinery. 
She was boarded late 
that day by the inspector. Everything 
was all right about the manifests, and 
Captain Rue was told that he could tie 
up to pier 61 when he was ready. 
“ I won’t bo able to go into berth to­ 
night, ” he replied. 
“ There will be a 
high old time on board the vessel be­ 
fore she reaches the pier unless I am 
greatly mistaken.” 
Sunday morning there was quite a 
respectable crowd gathered on the quar­ 
ter deck of the City of Dubliu. 
“ According to the dictates of their 
religion.” said Captain Bae, “ they are 
about to celebrate their arrival in port 
by a ceremony which is probably the 
most remarkable you have ever heard 
of.” 
The crew assembled forward. 
A cir­ 
cle was formed, in the center of which 
appeared a weird figure. 
He was the 
priest, a character whose absence has 
never yet been noticed from a gathering 
of these singular people. 
“ They brought him all the way over 
at their owu expense,” said Captain 
Bae, "and he has had an easy berth. 
Unless I am in error be w ill now play 
the part of a botcher.” 
A dramatic scene was then enacted. 
The bleating of a sheep was heard, and 
two swarthy lascars broke into the cir­ 
cle, where stood the priest alone, drag­ 
ging after them the terrified animal. At 
the same moment the crew broke into a 
curious chant or recitative, while the 
priest threw the struggling animal to 
the deck, placing his foot firmly upon 
its head. The next instant he had buried 
the knife into the heart of the unfortu­ 
nate beast, and with incredible swift­ 
ness tore the organ from the body. 
The crowd of devotees then prostrated 
themselves on the deck and were sprin­ 
kled with blood from the dripping m or­ 
sels which were cut off by the priest. 
In conclusion ho raised the heart three 
times above his head and hurled it into 
the water 
The body of the sheep then 
followed suit. 
About half an hour afterward, when 
the decks of the City of Dublin were 
cleared from all evidences of the sacri­ 
fice, the participants sat down to the 
first meal they had eaten since entering 
the capes 48 hours before. 
The evening sunlight was streaming 
through a porthole when Captain Rae 
entered the forecastle to observe the men 
at their mess.

Below the map are

The denomination of the stamp, for

A rthur C. Johnson, special w ar cor­ 
respondent of The Rocky Mountain 
News, writing from Manila nuder the 
date of Oct. 28 about the city ’s street 
venders, says: 
The city of M anila a t present is cer­ 
tainly the paradise of the peddler, lf 
the inhabitants of the city will not 
buy, there is the ever ready United 
States soldier who will. There is a fruit 
vender squatting in every shady nook 
aud plenty of shops which seem to 
thrive in the refreshment business. 
Every few days there appears on the 
streets a man or woman who has just 
“ blown in ’’ from the country with 
something new to inveigle coin from 
the soldiers. 
They seldom leave town 
w ithout they have got rid of their 
stock and have the money for the same 
jingling in their belt pocket. 
These peddlers all furnish entertain­ 
ment even if they don’t sell their wares 
very rapidly, and perhaps the most en­ 
tertainm ent is furnished by the monkey 
peddler. 
He carries a large cage con­ 
structed from thin bamboo strips in 
which are the majority of his catch of 
monkeys Probably two are playing tag 
around bis neck aud up and down bis 
arms. 
Monkeys are sold on the streets of 
M anila at tho rate of from I to a pesos. 
None of them seems to have any particu­ 
lar training. 
Often the peddler takes 
considerable painsw ith his catch before 
bringing it to town and fixes each little 
beast up in some fancy manner. 
He 
trim s the tails of some and in tho ears 
of others he puts little gold plated ear­ 
rings. 
In selling earringed monkeys he 
makes a big talk for the solid gold that 
goes with him. 
The monkey peddler 
sometimes < utertainsprospective patrons 
by letting the whole of his bunch ont of 
their cage, where they have been keep­ 
ing up an incessant chattering. There is 
a scattering for freedom in all d ire c ­ 
tions. The soldiers appreciate nothing so 
much as they do the monkey’s penchant 
for banting fleas, and if a small dog is 
bandy Mr. Monk is willing to keep at 
it all day, even if be be unrewarded by 
a single tlea. 
Tho natives of the Philippines make 
quite a business of birdcatching. 
By 
means of ingenious traps constructed 
from bamboo they catch little canaries 
aud titmice, which in the city bring 
fair prices among those who like pets. 
The bird woman, or man, as the case 
may be, generally bas her catch in a 
temporary wicker cage. 
In some in­ 
stances the peddler does up her birds by 
pairs iii tiuy little cages all ready to 
sell at 5 cents per bundle. The cheapest 
birds are the little brown sparrows who 
have few accomplishments beyond a vi­ 
vacious chatter and voracious appetites. 
The fawu colored birds with a collar of 
red aud a bill almost in the shape of a 
parrot bring |2 a pair. 
The natives 
often have the bright green little parrot 
birds for sale. None of them can talk. 
The cane seller is another of M anila's 
street characters. 
He walks up and 
down the Escolta w ith ten or a dozen 
ebony canes in a bag aud a couple in bis 
baud, which he thrusts out to punners by 
and offers to sell at prices less than u 
dollar. 
The natives are very clever ut 
cutting aud polishing ebony into g r a c e ­ 
ful walking sticks, also the coco* wood. 
The soldier who is out after tho r< a1 
startler iii the cane line buys one which 
consists of a piece of taperiug cocoa 
wood covered over with the skin of a 
snake. I ii Manila the Chinese dry good! 
m erchant goes around from boast) to 
house with a stuck of linens ami prints 
on bisshouldt r. When tho soldiers came 
to town, he included socks and under­ 
shirts. 
There are certain natives and Chinese 
who have nothing to peddle alo u t the 
streets but their profession. 
These are 
barbers and car cleaners. 
Croat uuiu 
hers of these dispense w ith room rent 
aud travel from one shady spot to an­ 
other with a hinall stool on who ii I ieir 
patrons i-eat themselves 
The I . ;.r, 
who is often a Chinaman, is armed with 
a clumsy looking three cornered razor 
w ith a 
curved edge. 
As a whetter 
he carne* a tiuy bone iu Ins left hand. 
The customer seats himself bolt upright 
on the stool aud wears a worried look 
while the barber produces a half wet 
rag aud gives the whisker regiou of his 
face a wipe or tw oaud proceeds to busi­ 
ness. 
It is almost a “ dry shave. ” but 
the shaven seems not to mind it. 
The 
razor is very sharp aud does its work 
well. 
A Philippine sbuve differs from 
the American shave in a startling par 
ticular, and that is the shaving of the 
tridge of the nose. This is the last mo­ 
tion the barber makes. W ith a graceful 
sweep he draws the razor along the 
nose, glances carefully around the face 
to see that it has been well scraped aud 
demands his two centavos from the cus­ 
tomer.

We are tired of Spanish 
role and have from time to time fought 
for our independence from Spain, but 
have been sold out by those who were 
recognized a* our leaders, hut to whom 
Spanish gold was more tempting than 
tho liberty of their countrymen. 
We 
now see that we are to be freed from 
Spain, and we desire the establishment 
of a government which will be stable 
pitiable anfj jnKure protection to the lives, Jib- 
uucleaii erty and property of the people. 
“ Such a government we don't believe 
can be established independently; cer­ 
tainly uot by the insurgent or revolu­ 
tionary party which recognizes Agui­ 
naldo as its president. 
Personally we 
have nothing against Aguinaldo. 
We 
don’t regard ourselves as his enemies or 
hie intimate or personal friends. Agui­ 
naldo is himself a person of the lower 
ranks, who bas little or no education 
and no knowledge of how governmental 
affairs should be conducted. 
He is the 
creature of circumstauces, having placed 
himself at the bead of a revolutionary 
movement at the time when t tie people 
were ripe for it, and in spite of the 
fact that be ouce sold out to the Span­ 
iards 
he was nevertheless received 
with open arms upon bis return aud 
placed himself at tho front in favor of 
revolting against Spain, 
which was j meut, giving 
popular with the people. 
In this m an­ 
ner he pushed himself to the head cf the 
revolutionary govt rument, bur this gov­ 
ernment the people cannot trust. 
We 
dou’t know what he is going to do next 
His lieutenant general is a Chinaman, 
with no education, and isscarcely able to 
speak the Spanish lauguuge, and this is 
to a large extent the character of men 
with whom he has surrounded him ­ 
self. Tbeyure not men of standing from 
the better classes, in whom the people

more recently in Arizona last summer 
Mr. Niven’s equipment for his expe­ 
dition included insect proof tents, rifles 
and ammunition, camera outfits, tools, 
compressed foods, gold pans, assay out­ 
fit, surveying instruments, etc., weigh­ 
ing in all over a ton. 
He will make a 
careful collection of all interesting ob­ 
jects of uatutal history found and will 
develop the gold placer mines discover­ 
ed on bis last trip to the mined city 
From that trip, in addition to a collec­ 
tion of antiquities, he brought home 
samples of placer gold obtained from 
the streams of the country and adjacent 
territorv of the ruined city, which 
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F r o m T w o t e n t * U p w a r d . 


Joseph Weiser of Parkersburg, W

Weiser suggests that all farmers, for 
their own good, should consolidate all 
their land into company homes, 1,000 
acres to the home. each home to bolti 
from 60 to IOO inhabitants according to 
the fertility of the soil 
The homes are 
to be conducted and cultivated on a 
company system, and tho dividends d i ­ 
vided on the same plau, the ocoopaiits 
of each home to dwell in a common 
mansion managed after the best hotel 
system. 
Weiser claims the method the 
more recoin mendable, because it will 
very much facilitate and shorten all la­ 
bor aud save much money aud time and 
afford more rest aud recreation and offer 
greater facilities for mental improve­ 
ment aud social eujoymeut. 
All initiation fees from 11 upward 
are used in payiug rewards, defraying 
current expenses and buying land for 
colonization and establishing all other 
branches of industries. 
The colonies 
are to be governed aud mnuuged by a 
tbree-fourtbs majority of the members, 
the president being the executive offi­ 
cer, all officials to be appointed. 
Iu his appeal to the women Weiser 
says: “ Since God himself declared that 
you should Le women, be thankful for it; 
be proud of your sex; glory iii your femi­ 
ninity; command admiration, respect 
aud honor to your exalted dignity by 
wielding your nil conquering influence 
aud power for the bight st advancement 
of womanhood and by aspiring to reach 
to the very pinnacle of nobility uud 
grandeur. ” 
Weiser declares he will meet with 
success and will show to tho world that 
others besides tile wealthy and educated 
men of the colleges can perform great 
things.

Letters are now coming from Canada 
having affixed to them specimens of a 
new Canadian postage stam p w hich has 
been issued to commemorate the in­ 
auguration of the penny post system be­ 
tween Greeat Britain and her colonies. 
The stam p was designed by Canada's 
postmaster general. 
It carries one the 
imperial idea in a striking way. Spread 
across the face of the stamp, which is 
about the size of our current Omaha ex­ 
position stamps, is a Lcatly executed 
map of the world showing the British 
possessions as compared w ith those of 
all other countries. The B ritish posses- j 
sions are colored bright red, while the ! 
rest of the stam p is of a pale violet tint. | 
Above the m ap ie a crown surmount 
ing a bunch of oak aud maple leaves, 
symbolizing the union of England, the 
m other country, w ith Canada. 
The | 
words “ C an ad a” and “ Postage” appear 
on 
either 
sum 
Below the m ap are 
“ Xmas, 1898, ” and the quotation, ” We 
hold a vaster em pire than bas been. ’ 
The denomination of the stamp, for 
which there is sure to be an active da 
maud on the part of collectors of stamps, 
is 2 cents, the equivalent of I penny 
—New York {Sun.
